PETTERS TREO SRI 
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The Philatelic Times 


Our series on old-time Canadian 


stamp magazines becomes pretty 
well concluded with last month's 
offering, having traced the subject 
back to 1865, and “The Stamp Col- 
lector’s Monthly Gazette". Only one 


other is of earlier dating than the 
Gazette. That one is S. Allan Taylor's 
*Stamp Collector's Record", brought 
out at Montreal in lFebruary, 1864— 
the first stamp magazine to be pub- 
lished on the North American conti- 
nent. Despite untiring search and 
inquiry we have been unable to locate 
a copy of this Taylor publication for 
illustration and analysis. We there- 
fore have to rest with detailing of 
the “Monthly Gazette” of 1865. 

In concluding the series we may be 
able to back-track and cover one or 
two magazines that we did not cover 
previously. One such is this month's 
subject. 

Publishing has always had a glam- 
our and appeal to youthful minds, 
thus we find that some of the by- 
gone stamp publications might be 
termed as “boy publications”. This 
is not to be wondered at when one 
realizes that stamp collecting nuni- 
bers, first, thousands of enthusiastic 
boy collectors. On the other hand, 
the high mortality rate in past Can- 
adian stamp magazines may in part 
be through the fact that many of 
these boys were unable to finance 
contiuously—became tired of the 
work, or new interests developed. 

Among youthful stamp  publica- 
tions is one that is outstanding and 
its inside story makes interesting 
reading. The editor has been ‘priv- 
ileged to see a letter from one of its 
publishers, sent to an acquaintance 
who is an assiduous collector of 
philatelie literature. The letter an- 
swers his request for a story on the 
magazine. This is admirably told in 
the letter, which is reproduced, in 
part, below: 

"Your letter has rolled back the 


screen over forty years and stirred 
up memories of when my brother and 


I, then in our teens, were venturing 
into the publishing world. At that 
time there were two weekly papers 
issued in L'Origna] (Ontario); the 
Advocate, staunchly Liberal, and. the 
Advertiser, as rabidly Conservative. 
We two used to knock around these 
printing offices and became interest- 
ed in the typographical art, which 
with our interest in stamp collecting 
developed an ambition to issue a 
philatelie paper. After much dicker- 





ing we finally bought an old unused 
platen press from one of these pap- 
ers, loaded it into a wheelgarrow and 
joyfully took it home. It was in poor 
shape but with the aid off the local 
blacksmith we were able to get it in- 
to working condition. Our assortment 
of type was limited to some well 
worn sorts picked from the “hell box- 
es" of the local papers and about 50 
pounds of new type which we pur- 
chased from Miller & Richards in 
Toronto. 

In getting out the first issue of 
March 1st, 1901, we resorted to many 
makeshifts, cardboard strips for 
leads, homemade reglets and furnit- 
ure, and many a match was slivered 
to eke out our small supply of spaces. 
Our guardian angels must have held 
the type forms in the chase to  pre- 
vent a disastrous “pi”. As we were 
not expert compositors, and all our 


es 
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type was set by hand, an accident of 
that nature would have been awful. 
The first issue appeared and we 
started on the next. 


We were able to add better equip- 
ment and our presswork had improv- 
ed by the time number two appear- 
ed in April. 

Our dad had built for us a small 
two room building at the back of dur 
orchard. One part we used for photo- 
grapy, and the other was the editor- 
ial room, press room and general of- 
fice of the Times. I think we had is- 
sued about three numbers when we 
purchased the Philatelic Record, pub- 
lished at Montreal by A. R. Magill. 
By the end of the fourth month our 
advertising colums were expanding 
and our mailing list had grown to 
over two, thousand. 

Death of my. father and our sub- 
sequent removal to Ottawa ended our 
short-lived venture. As I was busy 
with transfering our home to Ottawa 
the details of the disposition of the 
Times are rather hazy. My brother 
looked after these and I know that 
we sold out to one of the American 
journals, perhaps the Buckeye Phil- 
atelist. 

In the years that have followed 
most of the material connected with 
the Times has disappeared, even my 
stamp collection which contained 
many old Canadian, British Colonials 
and U.S. which I would hate to have 
to purchase now. Some years ago T 
loaned this collection to an old 
gentleman to look over, then was out 
of town for some time. On my re“ 
turn I learned that he had died in the 
meantime, and I could not get any 
trace of my albums. 

So far as I know there is only one 
complete set of the Times in exist- 
ence. This is owned by my son Doug- 
las now doing his bit in the Army. I 
have, however, found a copy of No. 1, 
minus its cover, and a complete copy 
of No. 2. These I am enclosing. Num- 
bers 1, 2, 3, and 4 were similar in 
form. No's. 5 & 6 were combined and 
the type space increased but the 
paper size remained the same. 

My brother, J. Saxon Fraser, Com- 
missioner of Immigration, died about 
two years ago, and so another link 


with the happy days of the Philatelic 
Times has been severed. 


The old hand press on which the 
Times was printed is still in my pos- 
session. So much for sentiment. It is 
still in working condition, and my 
son with a much better assortment of 
type has frequently used it and turn- 
ed out some very good work. 


In looking over the copies I am 
sending, you will find mention of a 
number of other philatelic papers, 
just a few of those which were cur- 
rent about 1900.”—Gordon G. Fraser.

In the January issue of Popular Stamps, 
I gleefully ‘ballyhooed “A Fascinating 
First Flight Find”; namely, an unusual, 
dated copy of The Whithorse Star franked 
with Yukon Airways label. I also offered 
to sell a few copies of this newspaper at 
$4 each. 

Now it turns out that I was an  All- 
American sucker! The appearance of my 
article caused strange scuttlings in the 
wainscoting! In another philatelic journal, 
a New York wholesaler offered copies of 
the Star at $1 each. The Sourdough Book 


Shop of Vancouver offered me 100 copies 
of an erstwhile “monopoly” on the issue 
(by special arrangement with the publish- 
er) at $1. A vancouverite kindly offered 
egpies at $2 each, from an unnamed but 
obvious source. 

I pulled a boner on this deal. My selling 
price was & fraction over what I actually 
paid for my few copies. But I refuse to 
gyp or deceive anyone with whom I have 
had philatelic dealings. Accordingly, I 
have made refund ‘to everyone who bought 
the Star from me at the $4 rate. 

T still believe this issue to be a histor- 
ical document of interest. But I will not 
be undersold iby anyone, nor will I know- 
ingly pepetrate a fraud of any type. I am, 
therefore, offering the remainders of my 
stock at apparently “standard” price of $1, 
and making this public apology for an 
unwitting inflation of value.

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REVENEWS 


BY BILL STAMP. 





Ole Bill has just finished reading 
a study entitled, “Alberta [First Is- 
sue Law Stamps”, written by dealer- 
eolleetor-author K. Bileski, of Stat- 
ion B, Winnipeg. . .and as a long- 
time enthusiast not only for Canad- 
jan revenues, but as an admirer of 
good jobs well done, yours truly 
wishes to publicly doff the chapeau 
to the Winnipeg whiz! 

K. Bileski's 13-page analysis, neat- 
ly mimeographed on 8 1-2 x 11 
sheets, embellished with an addition- 
al 3-page check-list of specialty var- 
ieties, and bound in an attractive red- 
and-blue jacket bearing a map of the 
province of Alberta, is the final word 
on a subject long baffling to revenue 
hounds. 

It is easy to read and understand; 
it is thorough; it breathes an air of 
authority. It leaves nothing more to 
be said on the subject, and for once 
Ole Bil has put aside a revenue 
checklist with a heartfelt sigh of 
satisfaction, and a conviction that 
here, at least, is one cataloguist who 
knows what he is talking about. 

Ole Bill recommends this study 
without reservation. If you have not 
obtained your copy yet, by all means 
do so. It is a must for the library of 
a revenue collector. 

Elsewhere, too, there are bruitings 
of better check-lists to come. Having 
served as consultant, Ole Bill hap- 
pens to know the C.R.S. is making a 
thorough revision of its catalogue, 
looking forward to that happy post- 
war day when, with paper unration- 
ed, it will be able to issue a revised 
edition. He also hears that the Marks 
Company is preparing a revised edit- 
ion of its revenue catalogue, and 
that Dr. Holmes is considering the 
reissue of the catalogue section ` of 
his recent Handbook, with revision 
of erroneous portions of the revenue 
department. 

It is to be hoped that finally a cor- 
relation will be attained, and that all 
these catalogues will tell the same 
story. The conflict, confusion, and 
contradiction in years past has done 


much to hold back revenue collecting. 
Given a certain knowledge as to 
what to seek, scores of collectors 
should perk up an interest in these 
fascinating fiscals, 

Ole Bill—not in the least hopeful, 
because you sluggards have seldom, 
if ever, in the past answered any of 
his open queries—would like readers 
to tell him one or two things. Will 
you drop him a note, before you for- 
get? 

1. A long-enduring legend is that 
there exists a Third Issue Bill Stamp 
basic type, “perf 11 1-2 x 12 on thin 
paper." Ole Bil does not believe 
these stamps exist thus. If you do 
not agree, and if you have pelure 
11 1-2 x 12s to prove your point, will 
you send a sample? 

2. Proofs and essays. What can you 
offer on this subject? Do you own, 
or have you seen, any Canadian rev- 
enue proofs and—or essays? Will 
you send a checklist to Ole Bill? 


9. Imperfs ànd  part-perfs. As 
above. Don't send the stamps. . .just 
senl a checklist. 

4. Electrie Light Inspection. . .the 


now famous (or infamous) 60e blue 
control! Ole Bill simply does not be- 


lieve this exists. Can you ‘send one. 
for inspection? 
5. The C.R.S. wants to know the 


“secret letters" on the following re- 
cent “Three-Leaf” Excises. $2, $3, $4, 
$5, $10, $100. . .all green. Can you 
supply the information?

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AUCTION ACTION 


BY SIDNEY BIRD 


(Continued from last issue). 

CHARLES LATHROP PACK Collection, 
Part I; Harmer, Rooke Co., ‘New York, 
Dec. 6-8, 13-15. 

The Cape of Good Hope section, Dec. 7, 
was another grand day. Top-flight. lots 
were 361, pair of mint vermilion 1d wood- 
blocks, which went to a mail bidder for 
$2100; and 400, a mint 4d red error, prob- 
ably the finest existing, ex-Ferrari, went 


to Souren for $2400, who also bought a 


used ld bright blue woodblock error for 
$1300. In fact, his 43 lots set him back 
$10,074. 

Messrs. Burger, Cole, Newbury,  iLiech- 
tenstein, Mozian, Wise, Ward, Homan, and 
Penfield, among others, were active in 
this section, and the Scott Stamp and 
Coin Co. bought lot 401, the 4d red wood- 
ibjock error, No. 9b, for $675. Mail bidders 
got 39 or 40 lots here, out of of 179, or 
about 2295, below the sale average again. 


Spain was coupled with the Capes in 
this session, and while some things did 
very well, most things, generally speaking, 
went for very reasonable figures, witness 
the vertial pair of Nos. 76 and 76a, a great 
rarity ex-Ferrari, not quite perfect, list 
$2015, whih went to Friedl (congratulat- 
ions) for a mere $220. 

The New South Wales section, Dec. 13, 
of 366 lots, showed the mail bidders get- 
ting a break, as they got 112 of them. 
However, it is noticeable that Alfred 
Liechtenstein was active here, and he 
paid several times catalog for numerous 
items, notably a No. 1, No. 23 in the sheet, 
or whichf he paid $175: lists $40. 

Two lots in this section did better than 
$1000: 1006, a block of 4 of No. 2c, brought 
$1075 (Liechtenstein), $500 more than Mr. 
Pack paid for it. Lot 1117, a mint block of 
ten of No. 10, with one 310b in it, ex- 
Ferrari, went to A.H.C. for $1050. This was 
a remarkable ‘bargain, as it lists $2800 and 
doubtless is unique. 

Nothing in the section went for less 
than half cat., if perfect, and the really 
fine material went for high prices in al- 
most every instance,, a flat contradiction 
of the oft-repeated statement that N.S.W. 
is not popular. At any rate, Liechtenstein 
bought 54 of these lots, Souren 46, and A. 
H.C. 27, with Messrs. H.R.H., Cole, Hall, 
Rohan, Wise, Penfield, Burger, Lehman, 
and Brunner participating, and I believe 
that these gentlemen do not invest in un- 
popular stamps. Anyway, not at 75% to 
200% of catalog! 

New Zealand came up next, Dec. 14, 223 


lots, of which 54 went to mail bidders. 
This section included “full faces" only, 
and as everyone acquainted with New 


Zealand knows, these things are not mere- 
ly a desire with collectors. They are an 
obsession, yes, a disease. Far worse than 
N.S:W. “Sydney Views.” 

Anyway the phlegmatic Pat Herst 
bought more than 20 lots of them, Souren 
paid $620 for a pair of No. 1, and Liechten- 
stein gave up $1050 for a pair of id dull 
orange, S.G. 7, on front of cover. (See S.G. 


cat. for information regarding this. Only 
one or two singles known besides this 
pair.) Souren also paid $127.50 for a very 
fine No. 6, list $60, and $65 for a vertical 
pair of No. 9, list $20.50. Liechtenstein 
bought over 40 lots of these full faces, 
among them a No. 7 for which he paid 
$29, cat. $12, and a strip of three of the, 
same for $55. He bought two covers with 
bisects, S.G. 3a, $165; and S.G. 6a, the 1/-, 
with a strip of three of the 2d No. 10, for 
$175, a show. piece. Messrs. Wise and 
Burger also bought many of these lots, a 
number of which, listed only by Gibbons, 
went for very reasonable prices. This 
section was for those who really Know 
their XIX Century, and they improved the 
opportunity. 

The Queensland section, it seems to me, 
was more or less of a field day or old- 
home week for the local sharpshooters, al- 
though it may be noted that some lots 
brought high prices. The reason for the 
generally low prices undoubtedly lies in 
the fact that while Gibbons lists 127 
major varieties of Queensland “full faces”, 
there are but 66 in the Standard Catalog, 
and Queensland is decidedly NOT well 
understood in the United States. There 
were but 144 lots of Queensland in the 
sale, some numbers being represented by 
numerous copies, No. 1, for instanre. 


With Mr. Pack’s enthusiasms for such 
classics, it should be apparent that pract- 
ically all early Queensland are far scarcer 
than prices indicate, or the collection 
would have had a far greater representat- 
ion. Mail ‘bidders got 62 lots, leaving 82 
for the floor. Of these Mr. Wise got 30, I 
believe, Mr. Penfield 26, and the remain- 
ing 26 were scattered. 


The finest item was lot 1565, Nos. 1 and 
3. pair of each, very fine, ON COVER, list- 
ing $290 as singles, OFF cover. This was 
bought by A.H.C. for $500, and it’s simply 
gorgeous. 

The opposite extreme was lot 1595, an 
unbelieveably beautiful block of 12, (3 x 
4), of the ld deep rose, No. "7, MINT, 
which went to a mail bidder for $75, or 
62% of the cat. value as singles! Let us 
wipe our eyes, and proceed to Victoria! 

Mr. Pack probably was the foremost 
student of Victoria, and I believe that the 
listing in the S.G. catalog is based on his 
work, so it is not surprising that this 
portion of the sale was arranged according 
to Gibbons—and Pack. 

There were 494 lots of these, over 200 of 
which went to mail bidders. Mr. Wise 
bought over 100 Victoria lots, while A.F.L. 
bought more than 50 lots. Y.S. bought 28 
lots, Penfield got about 40 lots, Burger 
about a dozen. 

Liechtenstein bought the two id orange- 
vermilions, Gibbons No. 1, not in Scott, 
not priced by Gib., at $85 for the single 
and $180 for the pair—an outstanding 
item in spite of being not quite perfect. 
Appearance, however, is magnificent, and 
this doubtless was overlooked by most 
bidders. Souren bought lot 1720, the block 
of six of the 1d orange-ibrown, No. 3, but- 
tevfly-15 cancel, really a museum piece, 
and likely one of the finest Victoria items 
existing, for $950, the highest price in 
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this section. A.F.L. bought lot 1942, a 
magnificent block of SIXTEEN of the 3d 
bright blue, No. 53, with butterfly-1 can- 
cel, likely the largest existing block, for 
$610. Cats £112 or say $450 as singles. 


It is not possible to go into further de- 
tait with these Victorias, except to note 
the Jan. 1855 “Too Late" stamp. There 
were six of these offered, two of which 
went to mail bidders, while Mr. Wise 
bought the remaining four. Wise’s four 
copies cost him an average of 62% of cat,, 
while the others went for 1/3 and 1/5 of 
cat.—not so good. 


This is significant, as right here we 
have the entire summation of bidding 
argument for being on the ground: the 
man who was there paid two or three 
times as much as the man who wasn’t, 
he didn't pull any punches, and he got 
what he wanted. 

And it may ‘be mentioned that this 
Victoria section alone would ordinarily 
merit a lengthy review, but in a sale like 
this, the whole array, for both reviewer 
and publisher, is an embarrassment of 
riches. 

I believe that copies of the catolag, two 
vols., with 61 plates, plus list of prices, 
are stil available from Messrs. Harmer, 
Rooke Co., 560 Fifth Ave. New York 19, 
for $, and Brazilian plates alone are 
worth more than that.

NEW BRUNSWICK POSTAL HISTORY 
By Harry M. Konwiser 


James Steadman was Postmaster  Gen- 
eral of New Brunswick in 1865, at which 
time there were 42 regular post offices 
and 360 Way Offices in the Pfovince. The 
post offices were as follows: 

Andover, Baie Verte, Bathurst, Bend, 
Buctouche, Campbelltown, Campo Bello, 
Canterbury, Coraquet, Carleton, Chatham, 
Dalhousie, Dorchester, Edmunston, Fred- 
ericton (the General Post Office head- 
quarters), Gagetown, Grand Falls, Grand 
M2nor, Harvey, Hillsborough, Kingston, 
Memramcook, Milltown, Mouth of Nerepis, 
Newcastie, Oromocto, ssekeag,  Richi- 
bucto, Sackville, Salisbury, Shediac, Shef- 
field, Springfield, St. Andrews, St. George, 
St. John, St. Martins, St. Stephen, Sussex 
Vale, Upham Vale, Upper Mills, Wood- 
stock. 

Letters to and from England, per Cum- 
ard packets via Halifax, were charged 6d. 
sterling or 12 1/2 cents currency per 1/2 
oz. and via New York 8d. sterling or 17 
cents currency per 1/2 oz. lf prepaid. 

Letters rates to and from England, per 
Canadian packets via Quebec, were charg- 
ed 6d. sterling or 12 1/2 cents currency 
per 1/2 oz, and via Portland 8d. sterling 
or 17 cents currency per 1/2 oz. if prepaid. 

Registration charge was 10 cents. 

Parcels, closed at the ends, in the Prov- 
ince, were rated at 25 cents per pound. 

Newspapers published in the province, 
as well as transient papers, forwarded 
through the Province, and to England, via 
Halifax, were sent free of postage. If sent 
to England via the United States, the 
postage (2 cents) was collected at destin- 
ation. 
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Newspapers from England or the Unit- 
ed States, if via Halifax, per Cunard line, 
free. By way of the United States, 2 cents 
each on delivery being the United States 
transit charge. 

Postage stamps were provided as: 1 cent 
value for circulars; 2 cents for drop let- 
teis; 5 cents for ordinary Province letters; 
10 cents for United States rate; 12 1/2 
cents per Cunard steamer via Halifax; 17 
cents, via United States, for England. 


During the week of August 1, 1863, 1,750 
letters passed through the St. John post 
office. 


All the data, as stated, came from read- 
ing the NEW BRUNSWICK ALMANAC 
AND REGISTER, for 1865, published by J. 
& A. McMillan, St. John, New Brunswick.

Turner's Evpress—To all parts of the 
United States and British (Provinces.

John, and all parts of the Provinre. 

All these express offices were at 96 
Prince Street, St. John, New Brunswick.
